1 . Claims 1 -1 7 are pending in the present application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on July 25, 2002 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

3. The drawings are objected to because figure 1 contains partial views. Note 37

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding independent claim 1 , the following limitation lacks proper antecedent 
basis: "said soft library" [note claim 1 line 9]. Claims 2-12 are rejected based on 
dependency. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "said individual customer's preferential soft library" 
in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the group" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the group" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 7 recites the limitation "said required data's original presentation manager" 
in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 8 and 12 recite the limitation "the group" [note claim 8 line 4; and claim 12 
line 3]. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "from the group" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claim 13 the following limitation is vague: "a database for storing items 
wherein said database includes a plurality of items selected from the group consisting of 
individual customer profiles, technologists, components of said library, and correlations 
of said profiles, said technologists and said components" [see claim 13 lines 5-8]. 
Claims 14-17 are rejected based on dependency. 

Claim 14 recites the limitation "the group" [note claim 14 line 2]. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

8. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 21 72.01 . The omitted steps are: "the SLM presents to the 
customer a questionnaire for completion" see page 14 lines 18-23; the filtering step 
consists of "conducting an automatic search" note page 16 lines 4-10; and creation of 
the integrated index inorderto create a customized library see page 25 lines 15-20. 
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9. Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: creation of an integrated index 
inorder to create a customized library see page 25 lines 15-20.
